IS SETTLED 


Wonderful Transformation in Condi­ 
tions at Albany. 


THREE 
YEARS’ 
AGREEMENT 


Settlement W as on a Basis of Con­ 
cession on Both Sides—No Dis­ 
crimination Against Strikers. 


Albany, N. Y., May 18—The 
great 
street railw ay strike lasting 12 days, re ­ 
quiring the presence of 3,000 members 
of the national guard in the city, cost­ 
ing the lives of two prom inent m er­ 
chants and entailing an expense to the 
county of Albany of over $39,000, 
is 
am icably settled and if the agreem ents 
are kept there will be no troublo for 
three years a t least. 
The calm which succeeded the killing 
of two inoffensive citizens two days ago 
by national guardsm en, w as succeeded 
th is afternoon and 
evening 
by 
en­ 
thusiasm when public bell towers and 
city new spapers proclaim ed th a t the 12- 
day strik e on the street railw ays of five 
cities had been settled. F lags flying 
from public buildings, horses and w ag­ 
ons decorated w ith bunting and the n a­ 
tional emblem, citizens carrying small 
flags in th eir hands and enthusiastic 
youths and otherw ise dignified cltizen.s 
chasing afte r the cars m arked some 
of the earlier scenes of the afternoon. 
The rep air wagon left the 
traction 
com pany’s b arn w ith its old union crew 
aboard, and going along Pearl street, 
received an ovation. It was decoraied 
>vlth flags and escorted by a joyful 
crowd, very different from the angry 
m ob th a t followed the cars the last few 
days. Tonight several of the lines art> 
running in this city and all of them in 
th e other cities and by noon tomorrow 
a ll the lines will be running on sched­ 
ule tim e w ith union men. 
The first inform ation of the settle­ 
m ent of the strike came at an early 
hour this m orning from Troy where ii 
•was announced that the Troy division 
of the Railw ay Employes union hnd de­ 
cided to sign the agreem ent presented 
a t last nig h t’s conference. 
Follow ing this notification the other 
divisions met in Albany and after they 
had signed the agreement the Traction 
com pany officers signed it and at 
11 
o’clock this m orning it became bind­ 
ing. 
From the face of the agreement

20 cents per hour; granting men the 
right of appeal from a deci.sion of an 
inspeolor or the .superintenilent to the 
Traction cnm pany's executive 
board;

sent an equivalent fare. 
The road to 
pay any employe for lost time when 
suspended and found not guilty: em­ 
ployes perm itted tn ride on their own 
divisions free hy showing their badges: 
no discrimination against strikers who 
have not committed violenre. 
The Traction people obtained these 
concessions: 
T hat men who were or. strike and 
committed violence shall not be rein­ 
stated: that the road may hire or dis­ 
charge any man without reference to 
his affiliation or otherwise to a union; 
that no proposition to strike shall be 
acted upon until 4S hours has elapsed 
from the time of the notiliration. and 
that if a strike is ordered it shall not 
take effeet until six days. 
The withdrawal of the guards was as 
expeditious .as was their coming here. 
When (leneral Oliver was informed of 
of the agreement, orders were Issued to 
the Second and Ninth regiments to pre­ 
pare to leave immediately and they had 
taken in their details and broken camp 
before (Jenei-al Oliver received 
word 
from Sheriff Mcf’reery that the troops 
were not needed any more. 
The Second regiment was ready to go 
to Troy by 4 o'clock and at 7 o’clock to­ 
night the Ninth, of New York, had also 
left the city. 
The Tenth Battalion was ordered to 
disperse about 7 o’clock, as was also 
the Third signal corps, and the only 
armed force here Is the Tw enty-third 
of Brooklyn, which will lea»e tom or­ 
row morning. 
The men will be sent 
bac k to the cities whence they came. 
The funerals of the two victims of the 
soldiers' bullets will take place tomor­ 
row afternoon.

streets w ere crowded w ith the S aturday 
xiight throngs, W illiam Moore and Bag- 
g agem aster Johnston of the Fairm ont 
Ijranch train, w ere attacked by the ne­ 
groes as they turned into an alley from 
M ain street going towa,rd the rear en­ 
tran ce to th e H otel H aas. Moore was 
etru ck w ith a brick on the head and fell 
forw ard. Quick as a flash the negro, 
F airfax , leaned down over the pros­ 
tra te victim . Jerked his w atch from his 
pocket, took his money from his cloth­ 
ing and then took the unconscious body 
In his arm s and hurled it over a stone 
w all, a distance oi 30 feet. Moore was 
n o t dead when he w as hurled from the 
w all, but the fall broke his neck and 
he died instantly. 
The m urder w as rig h t in the h eart of 
th e city. W hen a crow d from 
Main 
stree t pressed upon the negroes they 
ra n down the alley, but the wife, throw ­ 
ing stones an d bricks, held the crowd 
back until three policemen rushed In 
upon her and dragged h er aw ay to the 
lockup. L ater F airfa x w as captured 
end lodged In jail. 
■ W ithin a few m inutes the jail w as 
surrounded by a mob of enraged citi­ 
zens. In the

of 
them 
were 
M oore’s three sons crying and adding 
to the excitem ent and bitterness of the 
crowd. Then the mob form ed for a de­ 
term ined assau lt upon the building. 


getting inside and opened fire w ith re­ 
volvers

bars. The officers fired In the air and 
drove back the men w ith 
revolvers, 
suddenly down the street came a crowd 
of men bearing a telephone pole which 
the crowd speedily took, and using It 
as a battering ram, began to knock 
down the walls of the building. 
By 10:30 o’clock the mob had used 
the battering ram so thoroughly that

Lannon, one of 
the oldest and best known residents of 
Pueblo, died this afternoon a t his home 
on We.st Tenth street after a brief ill­ 
ness. Mr. Lannon had lived in Pueblo 
for many years and w as very prom i­ 
nent in the business affairs of this com­ 
munity: 
He was one of the founders 
and 
owners 
of 
the 
Lannon 
Iron 
foundry, one of the largest institutions 
of Its kind in southeastern Colorado, 
and one of the most Im portant indus­ 
tries in Pueblo. 
The deceased leaves 
a fam ily and has a num ber of relatives 
In this city. He w as born in New H art­ 
ford, N. Y., and was 57 years old at the 
time of his death. 
Pueblo has another m issing woman 
mystery. 
This time it is Mrs. Dora 
Fryer, who has not been seen a t her 
lodgings In the St. Jam es hotel, corner 
of F ifth street and Santa Fe avenue, 
since about April 25. 
Mrs. F iy er w ent 
to the hotel and engaged the rooms 
about M arch IS. She w as seen around 
the house by the landlady, Mrs. J. M. 
Olds, who talked to the woman a good 
deal. Dn April 25 Mrs. Olds became 111 
and she did not see her tenant after 
that. She became well a short time ago 
and Inquired for Mrs. Fryer. 
It then 
occurred to everyone th at they had not 
seen the woman for some time. 
Mrs. 
Fr.ver left all her clothing, except prob­ 
ably w hat she had on, in her room, and 
she also left a tru n k full of w earing 
apparel and other articles, which has 
not yet been investigated. She did her 
own cooking In her room and quite a 
quantity of .groceries were found spoil­ 
ing, Addresses of Pueblo families were 
found which would Indicate th at the 
woman had applied for assistance In 
getting w ork from the Associated C har­ 
ities. <ind one letter w as found telling 
her th at her term s were accepted and 
to call a t once. 
Investigation showed 
th at sue had not applied a t any of the 
places. 
Mrs. F ry er came to Pueblo 
from L a Ju n ta some tim e before Jan u ­ 
ary. She worked In La Ju n ta as a do­ 
mestic and w as regarded by those who 
knew her as being peculiar. 
She w as 
a t one tim e a resident of Garden City, 
Kan., w here she lived for a num ber of 
years w ith her husband, a blacksmith, 
from whom she separated two years 
ago. The cause of the separation Is u n ­ 
known and it is not known w hether a 
divorce w as ever secured by either wife 
or husband. She was regarded in G ar­ 
den City as being slightly demented, 
but her moral character w as of the 
best. 
She has three grown daughters 
unm arried living in K ansas. W hile in 
Pueblo Mrs. Fryer w as a book agent 
and in fact turned her hand to almost 
anything th a t would In.sure her a live­ 
lihood. 
She had no reason for leaving 
w'lthout notifying her landlady of the 
fact and her acquaintances are greatly 
worried. The police are Inclined to the 
belief th a t she is w orking somewhere 
In the city. It is .said In La Ju n ta th at 
she often disappeared for a day or two 
at a tim e and would never offer any 
explanations for doing so.

THE VERDICT 
FOR STRONG 


Jury Gave Prompt Decision in Favor 
of Defendant 


END 
OF THE FAMOUS SUIT 


Morning W as Occupied With Final 
Plea in Behalf of the Plaintiff 
by Judge Allen. 


Special to the Gazette. 
Denver, May 17.—“We, the jury, find 
for the defendant.” H ardly had the 
words fallen from the lips of the clerk In 
Judge P alm er’s division'of the district 
court this afternoon before Sam Strong 
was surrounded by a crowd of enthu­ 
siastic friends congratulating him upon 
the outcome of the trial. One of the 
first men to grasp his hand was A ttor­ 
ney Goudy and It w as dlfflcult to tell 
which was the happier. Mr. Goudy was 
jubilant because he feels th a t the ver­ 
dict of the jury today In an Indirect 
way sustains the verdict of the jury 
at Colorado Springs before whom he 
-successfully prosecuted a num ber 
of 
men upon the same charge. The first 
w'ords spoken were 
uttered 
by 
Mr. 
Goudy and he said: 
“Well, Sam, Nick 
Tully Isn’t redeemed yet. Is he?” The 
verdict was not a surprise to those who 
followed tho trial from the beginning. 
The case was given to the jury at 10:40 
this m orning and the court ordered a 
recess until 2 p. m. M’hen th a t hour 
arrived the jurym en were back In their 
bux Idlkhiti- and laughing w ith each 
other nnd looked as though they were 
glad the trial Is over. The crowd In 
the court room seemed to 
feel 
th at 
Strong had won the case and as soon as 
he came into the room a numbei- of 
persons went up and congratulated him 
before the court had convened. 
The attorneys for tho defense filed 
Into the court room shortly after Mr. 
Strong arrived and took their places 
with him at their table. Judge .A','®" 
was the only attorney for the plam tiffs 
who w as present when the verdict was 
announced. W hen the 
court 
opened 
Judge Palm er im mediately said: 
‘Gen­ 
tlemen, have you reached a v erd ict. 
“W'e have,’’ said the forem an, as he 
handed the judge a w hite piece of paper. 
The judge looked at the 
paper 
and 
passed it over to the clerk who read 
the words: 
"We, the jury, find for the 
defendant.' 
While the crowd was congratulating 
Strong the court 
was thanking the 
jury. 
He expressed his gratitude for 
the patience they had exhibited and 
he told them th at In all of his experi­ 
ence he had never come in contact w ith 
a jury th a t had been as attentive to 
duty and had made as fejv^requests as 
they had. 
He promised them th at he 
would use his Influence no* have their 
salary Increased to double pay per diem 
for the num er of days served. 
W hen 
he di.sinissed them Mr. Strong and his 
attorneys came forw ard and grasped 
each juro r by the hand and thanked 
them for the verdict. The crowd made 
a rush for the jury to find out how 
m any ballots were taken. 
The jurors 
refused to tell, but one of them said to 
your correspondent: “The whole thing 
was settled In three minutes, so you 
can guess how m any ballots we took. 
The attorneys thanked Judge Palm er 
for bis fair treatm ent of them during 
the trial. Mr. Strong im m ediately left 
the room in search of his wife and 
found her In a down-town store where, 
it is said, a very affecting m eeting took 
place. The following statem ents were 
given to your correspondent: 
Sam Strong: "Well, I’m glad it’s over 
and of course I am gratified to know 
th a t I am vindicated. 
If the verdict 
had gone against me it would have 
shown th a t no m an would be safe from 
the jealous anim osity of his enemy. I 
have, of course, been put to a great 
deal of expense, but I do not care for 
th at. I have w anted th a t this suit be 
shown up in its true light and this was 
done and I feel justified. The fact th a t 
even before the plaintiffs had all their 
testim ony Introduced public sentim ent 
am ong those who were w atching the 
trial was all in m y favor and expres­ 
sions were heard on all sides th at it 
was an un ju st suit led me to believe 
th a t I would win the case, but n atu r­ 
ally a man resting under such a charge 
as those men had brought againt me 
would be uneasy until it is all over and 
the charge proven false.” 
Mr. Giddings refused to discuss the 
verdict at all. To every question asked 
him he merely said: “I have nothing 
w hatever to say." 
Both Mr. W aldron and Mr. Goudy 
were very much pleased b u t neither of 
them would make a statem ent for pub­ 
lication. 
They said th a t the verdict 
was their sentim ents exactly. 
Judge Allen said: “We have as yet 
not decided w hat we will do tn the 
m atter. 
W e are allowed 
60 days In 
which to file a motion for a new trial, 
and we will decide in th a t tim e w hat 
we Intend to do. N ext M onday we will 
file our 
exceptions 
with 
the court 
against some of his Instructions, but 
this Is simply a m atter of form. 
The 
trial has been a long, tedious one and 
we are all tired out and w ant a few 
days’ rest before we begin considering 
w hat our next move will be.” 
Judge B rady had 
evidently 
been 
keeping close w atch on the new spaper 
reports of the trial for when asked If 
he bad a statem ent to m ake he said; 
•’I have nothing to say in regard to 
the trial, b u t I do w ant to say th a t the 
G azette is the only paper In the state 
th a t has been fair in its reports of the 
proceedings. Your people have handled 
this case in such a m anner th a t neither 
side can take exceptions.” 
"H appy Jack ” Rhines is one of the 
witnesses for the plaintiffs who has re­ 
mained in the city during the entire 
trial. W hen asked w hat his opinion of 
the verdict was. he said: “Well, I either 
expected this verdict or else a hung 
jury. 
I t seemed to me th a t the pre­ 
ponderance of evidence was on the side 
of the plaintiffs, but A ttorney W’aldron 
w ith his abuse and insinuations and 
Attorney Goudy with his logical speech 
yesterday m orning convinced the jury 
otherwise.” 
Mr. Allen's A rgum ent. 
Mr. Allen began his argum ent Imme­ 
diately upon the opening of court and 
a t once took up the 
testim ony 
of 
Strong. He read where Strong testified 
at the beginning of the trial, th a t he 
kept In hiding at the Lewis home, and 
a t the ending of the trial, when he said 
he never kept In hiding a t all. He said: 
"Gentlemen, I leave these two state­ 
ments In your hands. You can draw 
your own conclusions." He read 
a t 
length from W halen's testim ony where 
the witness described Strong as coming 
up to W halen's cabin and m aking the 
arrangem ents to blow up the mine. Mr. 
Allen said; “The iawyers for the de­ 
fense have tried to break this testi­ 
mony by abusing this man Whalen, but 
I will tru st to your judgm ent as to 
w hether he told the tru th or not." Mr. 
Allen also read from the testim ony of 
Nick TuUy wliore Tuily dascribed the 


arrangem ents between Strong and Al­ 
len. A large p a rt of the argum ent of 
all the attorneys w as given over m 
the credibility of witnesses and Mr. Al­ 
len devoted considerable time to li alio

and nothing m ore.” Mr. Allen dwelt :i! 
length upon the Allen deposition, and

contended th a t Allen swore th a t

money w as paid him to blow up ihe 
Strong sh aft house and machlnerv. 
From this he urged th a t the miners hail 
no object In destroying the machlnerv 
but th a t Strong did have an object in 
this. He contended th a t if the miner? 
only w anted to keep the deputies out, 
why need the m achinery be destrofced ' 
He contended th a t the three men in th ‘ 
mine were deputies and th a t when thesM 
deputies were driven down the shaft 
Allen and M unford saw their opportuni­ 
ty and availed themselves of it, and d.>- 
stroyed the mine. Mr. Allen again re­ 
ferred to the fact th a t Strong was wiih 
Kid Allen on the night before the 
Sion occurred. 
Mr. Allen contende/. 
th at the fact th a t there were discrepan­ 
cies in the testim ony of the witnes.s.s 
for the plaintiffs should be considere.l 
in favor of he plaintiffs, because it 
proved th a t there had been no story 
m ake-up. H e then reviewed the testi- 
mortey of the w itnesses and drew many 
conclusions favorable to his client. 
He contended th a t It 
w as 
not 
a 
crowd of m iners who blew up the mine, 
b ut the two men, Allen and Munford. 
In discussing the motive th a t Sam 
Strong had In having the mine 
de­ 
stroyed, he took up the value of the 
mine at the tim e the last report was 
made. This report showed th a t It had 
$90,000 in sight, th a t it joined the Port­ 
land, and th a t it was a valuable mine. 
“If Sam Strong,” continued Judge Al­ 
len, "Is an evil-minded man, is nn: 
$90.000 an Inducem ent to have the mine 
destroyed.” Mr. Allen 
also 
reviewed 
the evidence Introduced relative to con­ 
versations which Strong was alleged 
to have had w ith other persons. Mr. 
Allen denied th a t the leasers had lost 
tbelr claim on the mine by forfeiting 
their bond by not keeping four men at 
work. He contended th a t the iuardr-; 
of the mine worked every day. .\l; 
W aldron Interrupted him long enough 
to state th a t for over one m onth there 
were only three guards on the mine 
Judge. Allen closed his argum ent bv 
discussing the am ount of dam ages the 
ju ry should render if they found for 
the plaintiffs. 
W hen Mr. Allen sat down Mr. Wal 
dron said: “Judge Allen, m ay I ask you 
one question” ? “Well, Mr. Waldron, 
I am through, if you w ant to talk to th 
jury, I will give my consent,” said Mr, 
Allen. 
“I do not w ant to talk to the jury 
said Mr. W aldron.” B ut Mr. Allen r 
fused to be questioned. 
The Judge then handed the jury th 
Instructions and also the papers that 
have been filed, and the ju ry retired. 
A fter the ju ry w as gone Mr. Waldron 
told Mr. Allen th a t he intended to ask 
him if he really believed Sam Strong 
to be guilty.

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STRONG TESTIMONY. 


N A RECENT communication addressed to tlic war 
department, Rev. William J. Dalton bears very 
cmphatic testimony against the law passed at the 
last session of congress, which aboli.shed 
the 
army canteen, and turned the soldiers of the regular 
army over to the tender mercies of the Joint keepers in 
the neighborhood of the army po^ts. In the course of 
his communication F ather Dalton says: 
"Anything more m istaken than the canteen law I never 
■witnessed in my life. 
I think I never say anything that 
so quickly drove sober men 
into 
drunkards 
as 
the 
operation of this same anti-canteen law. 
While at De­ 
troit I had an opportunity to see roMIovs from the noigh- 
boring forts, and I never saw them so drunken. 
During 
the many times I have visited cities contiguous to army 
posts, including Kansas City, St. Louis, Chicago and 
Deti’oit, I have watched the soldiery. 
I did that because 
I like to study the men a nation depends on for Its very 
life. Always I found well behaved, sober men. 
Imagine 
my horror last week, however, to see the same men reel­ 
ing drunk and next to fighting mad. 
It was all the can­ 
teen law. 
“Now,” he adds, ‘‘instead of getting beer or wine In 
camp, under the observation of an officer or sentry, with 
some restraint upon his thirst, the soldier goes to the 
vile dens, to be urged to drink until he has spent his last 
cent and is drunk, overstays his time and is punished. 
T hat makes deserters. 
W hatever could tliosc women 
have been thinking of?” 
It is the almost universal opinion of array officers that 
the anti-canteen law operates to the great injury of the 
soldier and the service and to the lienefit only of the 
■whisky seller, and the general public shares this opinion. 
Such a result was freely prophesied before the passage 
of the law by those who were best in a position to know 
w hat they were talking about, and the jiction of con­ 
gress was one of the most deplorable e.xamplos of yield­ 
ing to a persistent and unreasonable lobby that has 
taken place for many years. 


tried. Yet who doubts that there are now a considerable 
number of Irish irreconcilables who would welcome a for­ 
eign war as an opportunity for securing Irish inde­ 
pendence? 
On the other hand, what reason is there for believing 
that the experiment of home rule, if honestly and faith­ 
fully tried, would not result in the thorough incorporation 
of the Irish people into the British union? 
The Irish 
leaders themselves have repeatedly given assurances that 
it would, and the teaching of history confirms these dec­ 
larations. 
Our own American experience bears directly upon 
this point. 
Our national union today rests upon the 
basis of a reconstruction that gave the southern states an 
equal share in the government without regard to former 
rebellion. The differences that now separate Englishman 
and Irishman are certainly not more bitter than those 
which arose from the horrors of civil war and the devasta­ 
tion of the southern states by the armies of the north. 
But because we recognized the people of the south as 
our brothers, they became such, and our \inion now faces 
every foreign foe without dissension or sectionalism. 
Had England adopted a similar course towards Ireland, 
there is do doubt that the result would have been what 
Gladstone foresaw and predicted. 
Instead of casting 
slurs upon the memory of a greater statesman than him­ 
self, Lord Salisbury would do better to be guided by his 
wisdom.

THE CONTEST IN HAWAII. 
A 


SHARP contest is on in Hawaii between the mem­ 
bers of the territorial legislature and the gov­ 
ernor who is appointed by the president. 
The 
legislature is in 
control of the native-born 
Hawaiians, the same party that elected Delegate Wilcox 
to congress, while the governor is the celebrated ex- 
President Dole, chief of the independent Hawaiian re­ 
public. 
Under the circumstances it is not surprising that 
difficulties should have arisen. 
According to the gov- 
ernnor, the legislature seems to have patterned its ac­ 
tion after some of the fusion assemblies of the western 
states and to have been endeavoring to 
Work the office all the day 
For everything that's in it. 
On the other hand, according to the legislature the 
governor is a meddlesome old body whose chief diligence 
consists in getting in the way of the legislature. 
I'he time ot the legislature having expired by iiraita- 
tion, the governor refueed to call an extra session, ac­ 
companying his I’efusal with some rather tropical re­ 
marks in rcgg.rd to legielative bribery. 
And now the 
legislature has appealed to Washington to remove the 
governor and to place in office one who will be more sub­ 
servient to its demands. 
It will doubtless occur to the average American that 
Governor Dole is a pretty good man for the place. The 
reason why Hawaii is a territory and not a slate is 
brought out very prominently in the record of this legis­ 
lature, and Governor Dole is occupying his position un­ 
der authority of the president bccause he is just the man 
to keep the Kanaka party from wrecking the new ter­ 
ritory. 
Governor Dole is right and the legislature Is wrong, 
and we hope he will get all the sympathy he desires from 
the American people and all the backing he needs from 
the administration. 


REMODELING THE SHAMROCK II. 
T 


h e report of important alterations to the hull of 
the Shamrock II indicates that the owners of the 
cup challenger are not well pleased with the 
result of the trial races. 
The details of those 
races have been carefully kept from the public, but the 
report that the new boat had been really beaten by the 
form er unsuccessful contestant for the cup gains in prob­ 
ability as a result of this latest announcement. 
Americans generally will regret that Shamrock II is 
not more Batiafactory to her owner. 
We had certainly 
hoped to see a better boat than Shamrock 1, one just as 
much better in fact as it was possible for Englishmen to 
make, and then in a fair race under every condition that 
»’ould make for good sport we hoped to beat her. 
If, however, It is true that the Englishmen cannot 
build a better boat than Shamrock I, or if they cannot 
even build so good a one again, the America’s cup has 
evidently found a permanent abiding place on this side 
of the Atlantic. 


LORD SALISBURY’S SPEECH. 
A 


RECENT speech by Lord Salisbury, delivered 
since his return to England, is attracting consid­ 
erable attention and comment. 
After referring 
to the war in South Africa as a sad and grievous 
retrospect, but with circumstances that make every lover 
of his country look back with exultation and gratitude 
upon the two years just past, the British prime minister 
turned his attention to Ireland in the following words: 
If home rule had passed in 1893, what would 
England’s position, with a hostile Irish govern­ 
ment in Dublin, have been today? W hat would 
our position have been If wo not only had to meet 
the Transvaal and the Orange Free State, but also 
an equally hostile Ireland by our side? 
We known now from our South African experi­ 
ence the danger of letting Ireland have a measure 
of independence. 
We luiow now that, if wo al­ 
lowed those who are leading Irish politics unlim­ 
ited power of making preparations against us, we 
should have to begin by conquering Ireland, if 
ever we had to fight any other power. 
Lord Salisbury speaks with frankness, and there is 
no doubt that his words represent the opinion of a major­ 
ity of Englishmen, and upon this opinion the treatment 
of Ireland for many years has been based. 
Nevertheless It is probable that Lord Salisbury is 
.■wrong in two very im portant particulars. 
The traditional policy of England has not resulted In 
the permanent or the reliable pacification of Ireland. Lord 
Salisbury says It would not be well for Great Britain to 
ha'^e to begin a foreign war with the conquest of Ireland, 
as would be the casa If the experiment of home rule were

If Colorado Springs is not going to give a celebration 
that will do honor to the occasion and be a credit to the 
city and to the state, the project had better be abandoned 
or left to the enterprise of Boulder.

CALIFORNIA’S WELCOME TO THE 
PRESIDENT.

p TO the time when the hand of fate fell upon 
the beloved wife of the president, the trip had 
been a most 
conspicuous 
success. 
California 
fairly outdid herself in the reception given to the 
presidential party, and California, the land of flowers and 
of fruits, has possibilities in this line that are unequaletf 
elsewhere. 
In brilliancy of color, sweetness of perfume and beauty 
of form in nat'Uiml guise and skillfully arranged decora­ 
tion California's reception to President McKinley is prob­ 
ably unequaled in history. 
No oriental monarch moving 
among the splendors of unHmited wealth and unlimited 
power has «qualed the testimonial of loyalty and honor 
that a free people gives to its chief magistrate. 
The words and acts of President McKinley in all these 
scenes have been characteristic of the man. 
Simple, 
dignified, plain-spoken, he has received the tribute of his 
fellow citizens as one who thought only of the greatness 
of the republic and the grandeur of the nation over ■which 
he has been called on to preside. 
The vei7 opposite o( 
imperialism have been the simple words of acknowledg­ 
ment and the appeals to loyalty and civic conscience that 
have constituted his response to addresses of welcome, 
public receptions, fiower festivals and parades. 
And 
finally the central figure of all has turned from all this 
gorgeousness and display to fulfill the sacred duties such 
as abound in the lives of all, even the humblest. 
California has had a brilliant opportunity and has 
made the most of it. 
The unhappy ending of all the 
splendor does Bot diminish its beauty or its degree. For 
years to come the reception given by California to Presi­ 
dent McKinley will stand as the model for future events 
of the kind, the standard by which they are to be judged. 


T WAS the Oregon that brought the first great wreath 
of laurels to the Pacific coast shipbuilders, and it 
was the firm that built the Oregon that on Saturday 
placed in the sea another triumph of American me­ 
chanical skill, a bigger and a better battleship than the 
Oregon. 
It is true now as it was not true when the Oregon 
slipped from the ways into the sea water, that our nation 
is two-faced. 
It fronts upon the Atlantic and it also 
fronts upon the Pacific, and towards each, and the coun­ 
tries that lie beyond it have its destiny. 
With the At­ 
lantic alone we should be great; with the Pacific alone, 
we should be greater; but with both together we are al­ 
ready rising to heights such as have not been reached 
by any nation of ancient or modern times, and are be­ 
coming recognized as a commercial rival for whose 
competition the resources of united Europe are not 
excessive. 
It would be well for the country if the people of the 
cast could realize in their full significance, the events 
that are transforming the Pacific coast today and are 
certain to influence most powerfully the destiny of the 
nation. 
The president understands 
and 
appreciates 
them now even more than he did when he started on 
this trip across the continent. 
The great commercial 
captains of the nation realize them, as is shown by the 
struggle to gain possession of the transcontinental rail­ 
ways and to secure points of vantage for the establish­ 
ment of mills and factories for supplying the future 
commerce of the Pacific. 
Hut the great maiority ci the people of the east find 
it diflicuit to look westward. 
They are slow to realize 
that beyond the Hudson, beyond the Mississippi, beyond 
the Missouri, beyond the Rocky mountains even, there 
I'es a greatness of the nation that cannot bo disregarded. 
The difficulty of gaining respectful attention for western 
views, the slowness with which congress acts for the re­ 
lief of western difficulties, the indifference to the splen­ 
did opportunities that the west offers for enterprises of 
every sort are national dangers that in a government 
less elastic than ours and among a people of a lower de- 
gice of intelligence might threaten the future. 
Fortunately our form of government gives the older 
slates 
no 
advantage over their younger sisters. 
The 
growth of population and the increase of wealth have 
tlieir unmistakable proofs and bring their unavoidable 
political results. 
The same flag flies on the Oregon and 
the Ohio that floats from the Massachusetts and 
the 
Texas, and that flag is everywhere the symbol of na­ 
tional union, the indispensable foundation of our national 
greatness.

A VICTORY FOR GERMAN COMMERCE. 
T 


h e purchase of the Atlas line of steamships by the 
Hamburg-American company transfers an impor­ 
tant part of the world’s commerce from British 
to German control. 
The Atlas steamers have 
been engaged in the South and Central American trade, 
and the recent purchase gives that trade very largely into 
German hands and makes them competitors with the 
Americans for the business of the W est Indies. 
It is to be presumed that the British owners of these 
ships received what they believed to be a full compen­ 
sation for their property and good will, or otherwise the 
tiade would not have been consummated. But there is 
no intimation that the British shipbuilders a n j merchants 
intend to replace these steamers by newer and better 
built boats, and li e conclusion seems unavoidable that the 
transaction, like Mr. Morgan's recent purchase of the 
Leyland line, really represents a permanent loss to British 
commerce and shipping. 
As for the American interest in this matter, there is 
no particular reason why we should prefer either the 
German or the British flag above the other for our South 
American carrying trade, but it would be well if this 
evidence that the Germans see an opportunity for profit­ 
able investment in South American shipping would Influ­ 
ence our own capitalists to a determination to do our own 
business in our own ships. With the carrying trade be­ 
tween South America and our Atlantic ports in the hands 
of Europeans there will always be more or less diversion 
of trade that should come to this country. 
The wise 
policy for our political as well as for our commercial inter­ 
ests is the building up of our own merchant marine, and 
the development of American trade in American ships.

MINERAL WEALTH OF CUBA. 
R 


e c e n t reports from Cuba are to the effect that 
the mineral wealth of the island is much greater 
than was formerly believed to be the case. 
It is not surprising that this should be the 
case. When the too confiding native displayed a flask 
of yellow nuggets, the Spaniard was always ready to 
knock him down and take his gold away from him, and 
the native was fortunate if he were not tortured into the 
bargain, but this w h s about the extent of the m’ncr- 
alogical knowledge of the Spaniards, who possessed no 
experience whatever in scientific geology or prospecting. 
The average Spaniard was looking for El Dorado or the 
Fountain of Youth, and sylvanite and asphaltum and all 
the other ites and ums were quite unknown quantities to 
him. 
Not so with the Americans, and it is no more than 
might have been expected that when the island was 
opened to their search discoveries should be made of 
v/hich the Spaniards had no notion. 
At the request of Governor General Wood, Mr. Charles 
Willard Hayes recently visited the provinces of Havana, 
Matanzas, Pinar del Rio and Santa Clara. In Matanzas 
province he found copper, iron and asphaltum, and on 
the Isle of Pines deposits of marble such as are equaled 
in few places in the world. 
This marble includes the 
finer grade of monumental marble, as well as deposits 
ot the coarser kinds for building material. 
In Santa 
Clara province he found copper and asphaltum, but saw 
no indications of the gold which has been reported there. 
Of iron ore he says the deposits there are even larger 
than those in Pennsylvania, and they compare favorably 
with the Lake Superior deposits. 
They are found aloni 
the coast east of Santiago, and very accessible to trans­ 
portation routes. 
Copper was found in big deposits near Santiago, and 
Mr. Hayes says the copper mines there were worked 
very extensively until stopped by the 10 years’ war. The 
Spanish method of mining was to simply take out the 
rich deposits and not pursue a method of clearing up as 
the work progressed, such as is practiced by the miners 
of the United States. 
The asphaltum is of the finest grade in the world, 
and similar in most respects to the Trinidad and Vene­ 
zuela deposits. 
Much of it is found In the vicinity of 
Cardenas, and in Cardenas bay fleets of boats are used 
to dredge for it from the deposits at the bottom of the 
bay. 
This is used largely in the manufacture of varnish, 
and Is worth from $80 to $100 dollars a ton. 
It is found 
that the asphaltum deposits exist in a condition mo«': 
easy to handle. The asphaltum bubbles up like, a spring 
into a crater which has been formed by the hardening 
deposits as It flowed out In a bowl-shaped formation. 
In Santiago province Mr. Hayes found almost Inex­ 
haustible deposits ot manganese, which 
Is 
used 
In 
making steel by the Bessemer process. 
The localities 
where It exists are accessible. 
Mr. Hayes’ two assistants remained In the island for 
the purpose of completing the work, ■which will give the 
first reliable Information regarding 
Cuba’s mineral 
wealth. 
The laws of the Island’ are favorable to mining, and 
a very rapid growth in this Industry appears to be one 
,cf the ceitainties of the near futujr#.

FOLLY OF WALL STREET SPECULATION. 
A 


t so m e future time the Gazette will print an 
extended article on the folly of all stock specula­ 
tions where the same are bought upon margins 
and complete ownership is not acquired by the 
purchaser. But we have other and more immediate pur­ 
poses to serve by the present editorial. 
Under the most favorable circumstances gambling 
in Wall street stocks is a dangerous matter. 
There is 
scarcely any excuse for sane people in any section of the 
United States playing such a game. 
There certainly is 
not the remotest 
excuse 
for any Coloradoan taking 
chances on such an uncertain and fickle goddess. 
We have a thousand better opportunities for acquiring 
wealth than Wall street affords and if the spirit of chance 
needs to be appealed to our mining stocks offer one 
iiundred times better chances for a large and safe return 
upon an investment than does the Wall street market. 
We must confess that we have read with considerable 
satisfaction the published statem ents that all recent 
Colorado speculators on Wall street have met with heavy 
losses and we are gratified at the avowals of reformation 
made by some of them. 
The Colorado person who deliberately closes his eyes 
to the innumerable opportunities for acquiring wealth, 
in legitimate ways, which are daily surrounding him, and 
who is guilty of the idiocy of playing a game which sup­ 
ports in every conceivable luxury an army of 50,000 
brokers and others directly and indirectly connected with 
the Wall street market (a game which is juggled when­ 
ever it suits the purposes of the manipulators of it to 
squeeze the life out of such lambkins as the aforesaid 
Colorado speculator), deserves to lose every dollar of his 
money and deserves to be compelled to start again at 
the bottom of the ladder in the race for Independent 
wealth. 
Much of the real harm of Wall street speculation could 
be avoided by Colorado people it the press of the state 
would print the facts about what occurs in that market. 
^ fte r the panic of ‘'Black Thursday” the Gazette was 
the only paper in the state which printed the truth about 
what happened to the Colorado speculators at th at time 
and what the Gazete printed the morning after the panic 
was verified by the correspondent of the Denver News 
in a special letter to that paper published yesterday 
morning. 
At thè time the Gazette was publishing the facts so 
that unsuspecting people might avoid the pitfalls of such 
speculation a Denver paper came out with sensational 
headlines and characteristic exaggeration and stated that 
all sorts of leading Colorado people had made from 
$100,000 to $5,000,000 off the Wall street marKet. The real 
facts were that many of the men whose names were used 
never speculated at all and those that did met with 
stunning and disastrous losses. And the remarkable thing 
about the whole m atter is that almost every person whose 
name was used in the fake article in the Denver paper 
seemed to enjoy the fact that he was given credit for 
winning millions when in fact he had never speculated 
at all or else had incurred heavy losses. And this, too, 
although many names of bank directors and other bank 
officials were so used. 
The objects and purposes of such false newspaper arti­ 
cles could be but two; 
First, to influence the speculative spirit ot the state 
so that the gullible owners of money, much or little, 
would buy Wall street stocks and make commissions for 
the brokerage houses, and, second, to appeal to the 
inflated vanity of a few men who like to have the public 
believe they have made fabulous sums ot money, when 
in fact they are standing off last month's meat bill or 
changing houses to avoid paying rent. 
The subsidized portion of the Denver press is earning 
its monthly stipend so clumsily that It Is 
laying 
bare its game to all those who run and read. Whenever 
one of its employers makes fifteen dollars out of a sale 
of old scrap iron it immediately announces that he has 
become a bonanza king and has made fifteen millions 
out of a mine or on Wall street. 
It might bo well for the people of the state to take 
with a good deal of allowance all statements emanating 
from Denver sources about enormous wealth having been 
suddenly made in Wall strept or elsewhere and to study 
thoroughly the motives for the statem ents before forming 
any conclusions or acting upon such information. 
Even after such investigation a division of such 
amounts by 1,000 would generally bring the m atter down 
to something nearer the correct figure. The present is a 
time when moneyed people in Colorado should turn their 
undivided attention to the developing of the enormous 
resources of the state. It seems to be easy for the Colo­ 
rado Fuel and Iron company and other institutions seek­ 
ing to develop the state to borrow ten or twenty millions 
for such purposes and if our wealth is so keenly appre­ 
ciated by the bankers of New York, how much more so 
should it be recognized by our people at home. 
There 
is more wealth to be had in Colorado in one month than 
in Wall street speculations, under the most favorable 
conditions, in a lifetime. 


THE STONE FOR THE COURT HOUSE. 
S 


ERIOUS and apparently well-founded rumors are 
in circulation in regard to the quality of the 
stone that is to be used in the construction of the 
new El Paso county court house. 
The present 
board of county commissioners will be making a serious 
mistake if they do not investigate these reports most 
thoroughly, and satisfy themselves that this stone is of 
such a character that it will be and remain suitable for 
the purposes of the building. 
If the stone will soften and turn black or become dis­ 
colored with age we do not want it. 
If it will crumble 
and crack, we do not want it. 
Neither can the commissioners afford to experiment or 
run any risks in the matter. If the stone is from a new 
and untried quarry, and it is not certain what will be the 
condition of the stone after ten or twenty-flve years of 
use, the commissioners are certainly making a mistake in 
f'irnishing the funds for an experiment. 
The fact that the former board made the arrangement 
does not relieve the present one of responsibility In the 
matter. 
With so many good quarries in the state, whose prod­ 
uct has stood the test of time, no risks should be taken 
in building the El Paso county court house. 
If the commissioners cannot satisfy themselves be­ 
yond all question that the stone is good and will remain 
good, the present arrangement should be called off and 
a supply arranged for from a quarry whose quality is not 
a matter of experiment.

THE RECLAMATION OF THE ARID WEST. 
The next session of the National Ir­ 
rigation congress will be held at Colo­ 
rado Springs in July. This promises 
to be, in many respects, the most in­ 
teresting and important of these gath­ 
erings held up to date, says the Los 
Angeles Times. We are now facing a 
critical period in the history of the na­ 
tional irrigation movement. Hitherto 
the effort has been to educate the peo­ 
ple of the country as to the importance 
of a movement regarding which a vast 
majority of those living east of the 
Rocky mountains have, until recently, 
had little or no conception, most of 
them regarding the idea of Irrigation 
on a large scale as something wild, 
speculative, and chimerical, like the 
idea of reaching the north pole by bal­ 
loon. 
By two years of hard, per­ 
sistent, and systematic missionary 
work throughout the country this con­ 
dition of affairs has been entirely 
changed. Few great national move­ 
ments have within so brief a time 
aroused so much enthusiasm through­ 
out the country,

load 
of

of live m iles an hour. 
One of these 
w agons h as gone th irty m iles a n h o u r 
u n d er a full load w ith o u t p u ttin g on 
w a te r or coal. 
T w en ty -fo u r of th ese 
w agons can supply an a rm y corps of 
30,000 m en w ith -00 ro u n d s of a m m u ­ 
nitio n per m an, over a d istan ce of 80 
m iles in inch guns w ith 60 rou n d s each, 
over a d istan ce of 10 m iles; o r tra n s ­ 
po rt 24 six-inch guns over a d ista n c e of 
70 m iles in the sam e tim e.

The city officials in charge of the Investigation of the city affairs 
* 


certainly do not wish to force a double Investigation of city affairs on- * 
tailing, as it would, a very heavy double expense upon the taxpayers of * 
this city. The fact that any investigation is needed at all comes * 
through the carelessness and neglect of duty of those officials charged 
* 


by law with regularly auditing the city's accounts and investigating * 
the treasurer's books. 
* 


As a matter of cold Justice the entire cost of the present Investlga- * 


tlon by the city through expert accountants and otherwise should * 
be paid by the city officials through whose neglect the present condition * 
of affairs has been brought about. That probably will not be required, * 


* but if such officials force the additional expense of a grand jury in-. * 
* vestigation upon the taxpayers of this city they will probably encounter * 
* the business end of an indignant public sentiment in such a manner as * 
* will be remembered for many years to come.

Enough was brought to light by the report of the finance committee * 


* to the city council to demonstrate most clearly that the whole affair *

. As far as New York city is concerned 
tho machinists practically considered

It was announced that President 


O'Connell had sent word that the ma- 
chlnistH could appoint a conference 
committee. 
According to Mr. Devens, the pur- 


pose of the Metal Trades association 
In asking for the conference Is to gain 
an opportunity to lay before the ma- 
chinists fairly the situation. Mr. Dev- 
Inn says that there is no question that 
the inachlnists under existing: agree- 
ments are entitled to a nine hour day. 
This the employers are willing to con- 
cede but tho question at the bottom 
of the present difficulty is whether or 


not ten hours pay for nine hour work 
Is to follow the introduction of tha 
nine hour system. 
The members oC 
the Metal Trades association say there 
Is not a word about the wage system 
in the agreement and under another 
clause In that document all such ques- 
tions when dlfllcult to settle are to ba> 
decided by arbitration the men remain- 
Ing at work pending: u. solution.

•treat railway strike lasting 12 days, re- 
quiring the presence of S.OOO members 
of the national guard In the city, cost- 
ing the lives of two prominent mer- 
chants and entailing an expense to the 
county of Albany of ;over $39,000, Is 
amicably settled and If the agreements 
are kept there will be no trouble for 
three years at least. 
The calm which succeeded the Killing 
of two Inoffensive citizens two days ago 
by national guardsmen, was succeeded 
this afternoon and evening by en- 
thusiasm when public bell towers and 
city newspapers proclaimed that the 12- 
day strike on the street railways of five 
cities had been settled. Flags flying 
from public buildings; horses and wag- 
ons decorated with bunting and the na- 
.tional emblem, citizens carrying small 
flags In their hands and enthusiastic 
youths and otherwise dignified citizens 
chasing after the cars marked some 
';of jthe earlier scenes of the afternoon. 
The repair wagon left the traction 
eiblripany's barn with Its old union crew 
if aboard, and going along Pearl street, 
rireoelved an ovation. It was decorated

it i Is evident that the striking men 
w6n these concessions: 
Increasing 
night men's and extra men's wages to 
20 cents per hour; granting men the 
right,of appeal from a decision of an 
Inspector or the superintendent to the 
Traction company's executive board; 
providing that Inspectors boarding a 
car need not be rung unless they pre- 
sent an equivalent fare. The road to 
pay any employe for lost time when 
suspended and found not guilty; em- 
ployes permitted to ride on their own 
divisions free by showing their badges; 
no discrimination against strikers who 
have not committed violence. 
The Traction people obtained these 


concessions: 


That men who were on strike and 


committed violence shall not be rein- 
stated; that the road may hire or dis- 
charge any man without reference to 
his affiliation or otherwise to a union; 
that no proposition to strike shall be 
acted upon until 48 hours has elapsed 
from the time'of the notification, and 
that If a strike Is ordered It shall not 
take effect until six days. 
The withdrawal of the guards was as 
expeditious as was their coming here. 
When General Oliver was Informed of 
of;the agreement, orders were.issued to 
the Second and Ninth regiments to pre- 
pare to leave Immediately and they had 
taken In their details and broken camp 
before General Oliver received word 
from Sheriff McCreery that the troops 
were not needed any more. 
The Second regiment was ready to go 
to Troy by 4 o'clock and at 1 o'clock to- 
night the Ninth, of New York, had also 
left the city.

I forward. Quick as a flash the negro, 
i Jfalrfax, leaned down over the pros- 
'trate victim. Jerked his watch from his 
i.. pocket, took his money from his cloth- 
ing and then took the unconscious body 
In his arms and hurled it over a stone 
•wall, a distance of 30 feet. Moore was 
not dead when he was hurled from the 
wall, but the fall broke his neck and 
be died instantly. 
The murder was right in the heart of 
the city. When a crowd from Main 
•treet pressed upon the negroes they 
ran down the alley, but the wife, throw- 
ing stones and bricks, held the crowd 
, back until three policemen rushed in 
upon her and dragged her away to the 
lockup. Later Fairfax was captured 


, 
and lodged In jail. 
• Within a few minutes the jail was 
surrounded by a mob of enraged citi- 
zens. In the midst of them were 
Moore's three sons crying and adding 
to the excitement and bitterness of the 
crowd. Then the mob formed for a de- 
termined assault upon the building. 


doors to the cells and though the moB 
battered In the doors shouting for the 
lives of thep rlsoners, the officers stood 
firm. A few minutes before 10 o'clock 
a few loaders of the mob succeeded In 
getting Inside and opened fire with re- 
volvers on the negroes, through the 
bars. The officers fired In the air and 
drove back the men with 
revolvers, 
suddenly down the street came a crowd 
of men bearlng-a telephone pole which 
the crowd speedily took, and using it 
as a battering ram, began to knock 
down the walls of the building. 
By 10:30 o'clock the mob had used 
the battering ram so thoroughly that 
the outer walls broke through.

To witness the launching of this ship, 
named In honor of his native state, 
was the real objective of the presi- 
dent's long trip across the continent 
and was the event which had attracted 
to the Pacific coast the governors of 
three states, the Ohio congressional 
delegation, several United States sena- 
tors and many other notable and dis- 
tinguished people. 


Dramatic and picturesque as was 


the sight of 14,000 tons of steel sliding 
into the full-breasted tide of San Fran- 
cisco bay, it was not so splendid and 
magnificent as 
the naval pageant 


which 
accompanied 
it, nor as pro- 


foundly impressive as the greeting ex- 
tended to the president by the 4,500 
employes of the ship yard. With the 
threat of a great strike impending, 
the president's words to the work- 
ingmen today have an added signifi- 
cance and his reference to expansion 
and other national questions made his 
speech,, probably the lats he will de- 
liver on his present tour, in every re- 
spect a notable one. 


When the president left the sick 


room of his wife this morning every 
arrangement had been made to'notify 
him on the Instant of any change for 
the worse in her condition. The phy- 
sicians assured him there was no In- 
dication of a set-back, but at his re- 
quest telegraphic 
connections were 


made at the wharf and ship yard, and 
save for the time he was on the water 
he 'was not for a minute .away from 
direct connection with the Scott resi- 
dence. 


He was driven to the wharf in a 


closed carriage escorted by a squad 
of mounted police. The cabinet and 
other distinguished .guests .were al- 
ready aboard the transport tug Slo- 
cum which was to convey the party 
to the Union Iron Works, two miles 
up the Bay, when he arrived^' The;

Every craft 
in the harbor was decked out in gayest 
attire and the city in the background 
was a perfect mound of waving flags.

ron were swinging at anchor with 
streams of signal flags extending fore 
and' aft over the peaks from prow to 
taffrail. 


Off near Goat Island lay the trans- 


port Sheridan, travel stained from her 
long journey across the Pacific. She 
had just arrived from the Philippines 
and still aboard were the Forty-second 
and Forty-sixth volunteer

which she had brought home. The 
president saw her at once and re- 
quested that the course o fthe Slocura 
should be changed to allow him to 
pass near her. As the, Slocum ap- 
proached tne big transport there was 
a scene of almost frenzied enthusiasm 
aboard. The soldiers, all In their ser- 
vice uniforms, rushed to the side and 
sent up cheer upon cheer at the sight 
ot the president of the United States 
come to welcome them home. 
The 


band on the after deck struck up the 
"Star Spangled Banner." The soldiers 
climbed the rails and ratlines and al- 
most drowned the music with their 
shouts. They swung their hats and 
acted like madmen. Several of them 
brought out their regimental flags and 
waved them frantically to and fro from 
the bridge. The ensign at the stern 
was dipped again and again. 
The 


president was plainly moved by the 
remarkable demonstration. 
He stood 


on the lower-deck uncovered, bowing 
and smiling and waving his handker- 
chief, until the sound of the shouting 
died away in the distance.

This welcome of the soldiers was

The President's Speech. 


The president's speech in full was 


as follows: 


My fellow citizens: I am inexpressibly 


thankful to the Ruler of us all for His 
goodness and His ., mercy, which have 
made It possible for me to be with you 
here today.

My fellow clttaens, you have no Idea 
how deeply touched I have been In the 
past year and a half by the loyal patriot-

that great army was assembled and start- 
ed out upon the ocean, none of us know-

plause.) 


Nor can we forget for a moment that 
It was your skill and genius that made 
the Oregon. (Applause and cheers for the 
Oregon.)

Pueblo, May 18.—Geo. liannon, one of 


the oldest and best known residents of 
Pueblo, died this afternoon at his home 
on West Tenth street after a brief ill- 
ness. Mr. Lannon had lived In Pueblo 
for many years and was very promi- 
nent In the business affairs of this com- 
munity' He was one of the founders 
and 
owners of the Lannon Iron 


foundry, one of the largest Institutions 
of Its kind In southeastern Colorado, 
and one of the most Important Indus- 
tries In Pueblo. The deceased leaves 
a family and has a number of relatives 
in this city. He was born in New Hart- 
ford, N. Y., and was 57 years old at the 
time of his death. 
Pueblo has another missing woman 


mystery. This time it is Mrs. Dora 
Frver, who has not been seen at her 
lodgings in the St. James hotel, corner 
of Fifth street and Santa Fe avenue, 
since about April 26. Mrs. Fryer went 
to the hotel and engaged the rooms 
about March IS. She was, seen around 
the house by the landlady, Mrs. J. M. 
Olds, who talked to the woman a good 
deal. On April 25 Mrs. Olds became 111 
and she did not see her tenant after 
that. She became well a short time ago1 
and Inquired for Mrs. Fryer. It then 
occurred to everyone that they had not 
seen the woman for some time. Mrs. 
Fryer left all her clothing, except prob- 
ably what she had on, in her room, and 
she also left a trunk full of wearing 
apparel and other articles, which has 
not yet been investigated. She did her 
own cooking in her room and quite a 
quantity of groceries, were found spoil- 
ing. Addresses of Pueblo families were 
found which would Indicate that the 
woman had applied for assistance in 
getting work from the Associated Char- 
ities, nnd one letter was found telling 
her that her terms were accepted and 
to call at once. Investigation showed 
that she had not applied at any of the 
places. Mrs. Fryer came to Pueblo 
from La Junta some time before Janu- 
ary. She worked in La Junta as a do- 
mestic and was regarded by those who 
knew her as being peculiar. She was 
at one time a resident of Garden City, 
Kan., where she lived for a number of 
years with her husband, a blacksmith, 
from whom she separated two years 
ago. The cause of the separation Is un- 
known and It is not known whether a 
divorce was ever secured by either wife 
or husband. She was regarded In Gar- 
den City as being slightly demented, 
but her moral character was of the 
best. She has three grown daughters 
unmarried living in Kansas. While In 
Pueblo Mrs. Fryer was a book agent 
and In fact turned her hand to almost 
anything that would Insure her a live- 
lihood. She had no reason for leaving 
without notifying her landlady of the 
fact and her acquaintances are greatly 
worried. The police are Inclined to the 
belief that she is working somewhere 
In the city. It Is'said in La Junta that 
she often disappeared for a day or two 
at a time and would never offer any 
explanations for doing so.

BIG FLOOD DQWIM WEST BEAVER 


Extensive Damage Done-Mining Operations Are Affected 


-Four Towns Threatened With Water Famine- 


Short Line Trestle Out. 


Sixty-five million gallons of water 


proved too much for the dam at the 
Victor reservoir on Pike's Peak 'yester- 
day afternoon and a. wall of water 20 
feet high and at places 300 feet w.ue 
carried wreck and devastation before 
It In Its mad course down West Beaver 
vnllpy to the Arkansas. . 


While no loss of life Is known of, 


there are persons whose homes were 
whirled down the valley, beaten into 
drift-wood by the rolling and crunching 
boulders, who had not been heard from 
up to a late hour last night. The hope 
of their safety lies In the possibility 
thnt instead of being In their home 
when the • avalanche of water 
came, 


they may havfe been In Cripple Creek 
or Victor or elsewhere in the mining 
district. Three stables are known to 
have been carried away, some livestock 
being destroyed, and four towns of the 
gold camp, unless measures for their 
relief can be put through immediately, 
will be without wafer by 7 o'clock to- 
night.

It Is supposed to have been between

The tremendous /snows and ex- 
ceedlngly heavy rains that have been 


falling upon the Peak during the past 
few weeks have filled all the reservoirs, 
both of the Colorado Springs water sys- 
tem and that of the mining district. 
The volume of water that Is now rest- 
Ing upon the eastern and western slopes 
of Pike's Peak was the greatest that it 
ever was with that which went down 
West Beaver creek valley yesterday 
and It Is a matter of extreme gratifica- 
tion to the citizens of both sides of the 
mountain. The Victor reservoir, how- 
ever, proved Incapable of taking care 
of the water that it accumulated. In- 
formation secured by the Gazette from 
Lake Moraine, which is a part of the 
Colorado Springs system, Is to the ef- 
ect that the Victor reservoir is now 
empty, and that the dam Is gone for 
about 50 feet.

It Is by no means 
the stronghold that It was four or five 
years ago. Union men and non-union 
men work in the Portland or In any of 
the big mines, side by side, both re- 
ceiving the same wages for the same 
time, the union man having no advant- 
ages whatever over the non-union. 
But here's the 
difference—the union 
men pay out of their wages every 
month, the sum of $5,000 in dues, to the 
union treasury. This Is an enormous 
drain on their hard-earned cash. 
"The 
non-union fellow seemed to 


prosper Just as well without the pay 
ment of dues every month, so, one b 
one, 
the men began to stop payin 
dues, and It was next to Impossible t 
enlist new members Into the union. Th 
walking delegates, who are employe 
to solicit new members by the union re 
ceivlng this $4 per day for hangln 
around the mines, were refused ad 
mlttance Into the mines. This mad 
them fierce. They could see that I 
was but the beginning of tho end o 
the union. 
They have no grlevanc 


for shorter hour or higher wages; th 
solo cause of the strike was the attl 
tude of the mine owners against th 
walking delegate.

the way the mine owners are gettln 
around 
the employers liability ac 


which was passed by the last fuslo 
legislature at the Instigation of th 
union. 
"This law holds the employer llabl 
for the lives of the men under him dur 
Ing their working hours, and in cas 
of accidental death, either due to th 
carelessness of a fellow worker or from 
any source whatever the employer I 
bound to pay $5,000 to his family. Bu 
this la how the employers protectei 
themselves—they retain one dollar pe 
month out of the salary of every em 
ploye nnd this sum Is the premium 01 
the $5.000 insurance. It seems to be i 
fair and square deal—so any Insuranci 
man will tell you, for the risks in a 
mine are away above the average—bu 
the miners think It Is a hold-up, an 
there you are. 
"There are hints and rumors of 
general strike, but I don't believe i 
will come to this for the reasons which 
I flrst stated. If the powers that be 
can make it, peace will reign over the 
camp within a few days."

Says Consolidation 


Benefits the Camp 


"The present tendency of consollda- 
lon Is affecting the Cripple Creek dls- 
rlct more noticeably perhaps, than any 
ther mining town In this country," said 
ohn L. Russell at the Alta Vista yes- 
erday. Mr. Russell oscillates between 
)enver and Cripple Creek, being as 
eeply interested In politics at one end 
f the line as he is In mining at tho 
ther, and when he comes to the serene 
tmosphere of Colorado Springs, It Is 
o take,a mental Inventory of the stren- 
ous state of affairs. 
"Consolidation here has come about 
y natural and logical causes," he con- 
nued. "The ore out-put of the dls- 
;Ist is greater than ever, and will con- 
nue to Increase, but the number of 
men .who are employed Is diminished 
y at least one-fourth—no, more than 
lis, for there are as many Idle men 
oday in the camp, as there are employ- 
d. Take, for Instance, the Elkton Con- 
olldated, the Portland, the Doctor 
ack-Pot, or any of the big mines which 
Bed to work from three to seven or 
lore shafts. All these are 'now work- 
ng but one shaft, and are working this 
or all it.Is worth, sinking the shaft to 
everal thousand feet In depth. Form- 
rly, up to within two years or so, there 
ere many smaller mines having shafts 
; two to four hundred feet. These are 
hut down and those mines where ore 


was known to be, are being developed 
so that the total out-put Is much great- 
er than the combined out-put of all the 
lesser mines, 


"Then too, the era of the prospector 
Is past. The district where ore Is 
known to be is well-defined and Isprac- 
tically controlled by the big mine own- 
ers.1 This district Is in the shape of 
an ellipse, about six miles In length 
and three miles In width. Cripple 
Creek, Victor, Anaconda and Elkton 
arc on the rim of this ellipse and en- 
close the entire mining district. Out- 
side of this, the hills used to be black 
with prospectors, but the futility of 
their endeavors was shown after much 
hard work, and now all these men are 
still In the camp, but have nothing to 
do. The camp Is prospering, without 
question, .but the prosperity Is not for 
the masses of people who flocked there 
during its boom. 


"This state of affairs will tend to 
make the prosperity of Cripple Creek 
more stable and its government such 
as a city of -Its wealth Is entitled to. 
Wild-cat schemes have always work- 
ed to the detriment of 'a community. 
The prospectors who flocked to Cripple 
Creek from everywhere did not help 
to build a substantial town and now 
the place Is beginning to settle down 
to the normal quiet of a prosperous 
nommunlty."

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ANNUAL MEETING 


Of the Colorado Springs and Cripple 


Creek District Railroad. 


The annual meeting of the Colorado 


Springs and Cripple Creek District 
Railway company was held yesterday 
morning In the offices of the company 
In the Board of Brokers' building. 


The stockholders re-elected for the 


ensuing year the old board of directors 
with two exceptions. Messrs. W. S. 
Stratton and William P. Bonbright de- 
clined to be re-elected to the board and 
new directors were elected to fill their 
places. Mr. Stratton gave as his rea- 
son for declining a re-election the fact 
that the multiplicity of his affairs pre- 
vented him from taking an active part 
In the management of the rlalroad and 
he did not wish to retain membership 
In the board unless he could fill the 
duties Incident to such membership. 
Mr. Frank G. Peck was elected to the 
vacancy which occurred by the expi- 
ration of the term of Mr. Stratton. 
Mr. Bonbright stated that owing to 
his enforced absence from the city dur- 
ing a greater part of the time, it 
would be impossible for him to attend 
the meetings of the board of directors 
and It was his wish that some one else 
be elected to the seat on the board 
formerly held by him. As the reason 
stated by Mr. Bonbright has already 
prevented him from attending more 
than one or two meetings of the board 
In the last six or seven months his 
wish was compiled with and Mr. John 
G. Shields will succeed him on the 
board of directors. 
The board will hold a meeting In a 
week or ten days at which H will be 
organized and the officers of the road 
elected for the ensuing year. 


The only other matter of Importance 
at the meeting yesterday was the 
changing of the time for holding tho 
annual meeting of the road. The fiscal 
year In the company's affairs ends with 
the 30th of June and It was considered 
desirable to hold the annual meeting 
after that time. By vote of the stock- 
holders It was decided to hold .the meet- 
ing after this year on the second Tues- 
day in September and the next annual 
meeting will occur on the second Tues- 
day in September, 1902. 


President Howbert made the Only re- 
port given at the meeting and this was 
pomewhat Informal In Its nature. The 
report of the treasurer will not be 
made until after the end of .the fiscal 
year When It will be made to the di- 
rectors and stockholders. 
President 
Howbert's report, however, contains 
several points of Interest, among them 
being the statement that the business 
of the road has already exceeded the 
estimates made beforehand 
and the 
statement that the work on the con- 
struction of the company's terminals 
In the Cripple Creek district will be 
completed by the flrst of July.

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STRONG TESTIMONY.

N A RECENT cginmunication addressed to the war 


department Rev. William J. Dalton bears very 
emphatic testimony against the law passed at the 
last session of congress, which abolished 
the 


army canteen, and turned the soldiers of the regular 
army over to the tender mercies of the Joint keepers in 
the neighborhood of the army posts. In the course of 
his communication Father Dalton says: , 


'•Anything more mistaken than the canteen law I never 


witnessed in my life. I think I never say anything that 
so quickly drove sober men into drunkards as the 
operation of this same anti-canteen law. While at De- 
troit I had an opportunity to see soldiers from the neigh- 
boring forts, and I never saw them so drunken. During 
the many times I have visited cities contiguous to army 
posts, including Kansas City, St. Louts, Chicago and 
Detroit, I have watched the soldiery. I did that because 
I like to study the men a nation depends on for its very 
life. Always I found well behaved, sober men. Imagine 
my horror last week, however, to see the same men reel- 
ins drunk,and next to fighting mad. It was all the can- 
teen law. 


"Now," he adds, "Instead of getting beer or wine in 


camp, under the observation of an officer or sentry, with 


- some restraint upon hie thirst, the soldier goes to the 


vile dens, to be urged to drink until he has spent his last 
cent and is drunk, overstays his time and is punished. 
That makes deserters. Whatever could those women 
have been thinking of?" 


It is the almost universal opinion of army officers that 


, the^antl-canteen law operates to the great Injury of the 
' soldier and the service and to the benefit only of the 


Whisky seller, and' the general public shares this opinion. 


-*, Such a result was freely prophesied before the passage 
.', of the law by those who were best in a position to know 
^"What they were talking about, and the action of con- 
is]! gross was one of the most deplorable examples of yield- 
,~'ing to a persistent and unreasonable lobby that has

tried. Yet who doubts that there are now a considerable 
number of Irish irreconcilables who would welcome a for- 
eign war as an opportunity for securing Irish inde- 
pendence? 


On the other hand, what reason Is there for believing 


that the experiment of home rule, if honestly and faith- 
fully tried, would not result In the thorough incorporation 
of the Irish people into the British union? The Irish 
leaders themselves have repeatedly given assurances that 
it would, and the teaching of history confirms these dec- 
larations. 


Our -own American experience bears directly upon 


this point 
Our national union today rests upon the 


basis of a reconstruction that gave the southern states an 
equal share in the government without regard' to former 
rebellion. The differences that now separate Englishman 
and Irishman are certainly not more bitter than those 
which arose from the horrors of civil war and tie devasta- 
tion of the southern states by the armies of the north. 
But because we recognized the people of the south as 
our brothers, they became such, and our union now faces 
every foreign foe without dissension or sectionalism. 


Had England adopted a similar course towards Ireland, 


there is do doubt that the result would have been what 
Gladstone foresaw and predicted. Instead of casting 
slurs upon the memory of a greater statesman than him- 
self, Lord Salisbury would do better to be guided by his 
wisdom.

LORD SALISBURY'S SPEECH. 


A VICTORY FOR GERMAN COMMERCE. 


T 


RECENT speech by Lord Salisbury, delivered 
since his return to England, is attracting consid- 
erable attention and comment After referring 
to the war in 'South Africa as a sad and grievous 


retrospect, but with circumstances that make every lover 
of his country look back with exultation and gratitude 
upon the two years just past, the British prime minister 
turned his attention to Ireland in the following words: 


If home rule had passed in 1893, what would 


England's -position, with a hostile Irish govern- 
ment in Dublin, have been today? What would 
our position have been if we not only had to meet 


' 
the Transvaal and the Orange Free State, but also 
an equally hostile Ireland by our side? 


We known now from; our South African experi- 


ence the danger of letting Ireland have a measure 
of independence. We know now that if we al- 
lowed those who are leading Irish politics unlim- 
ited power of making preparations against us, we 
should have to begin by conquering Ireland, if 
ever we bad to fight any other power. 
Lord Salisbury speaks with frankness, and there is 


no doubt that his words represent the opinion of a major- 
ity of Englishmen, and upon this opinion the treatment 


, of Ireland for many years has been based.

HE purchase of the Atlas line of steamships by the 
Hamburg-American company transfers an impor- 
tant part of the world's commerce from British 
to German control. The Atlas steamers have 


been engaged in the South and Central American trade, 
and the recent purchase gives that trade very largely into 
German hands and makes them competitors with the 
Americans for the business of the West Indies. 


It is to be presumed that the British owners of these 


ships received what they believed to be a full compen- 
sation for their property and good will, or otherwise the 
tiade would not have been consummated. But there is 
no intimation that the British shipbuilders and merchants 
intend to replace these steamers by newer and better 
built boats, and tLe conclusion seems unavoidable that the 
transaction, like Mr. Morgan's recent purchase of the 
Leyland line, really represents a permanent loss to British 
commerce and shipping. 


As for the American interest in this matter, there is 


no particular reason why we should prefer either the 
German or the British flag above the other for our South, 
American carrying trade, but it would be well if this 
evidence that the Germans see an opportunity for profit- 
able investment in South American shipping would influ- 
ence our own capitalists to a determination to do our own 
business in our own. ships. With the carrying trade be- 
tween South America and our Atlantic ports in the hands 
of Europeans there will always'be more or less diversion 
of trade that should come to. this country. 
The wise 


policy for our political as well as for our commercial inter- 
ests is the building up of our own merchant marine, and 
the development of American trade in American ships.

At the request of Governor General Wood, Mr. Charles 


Willard Hayes recently visited the provinces of'Havana; 
Matanzas, Pinar del Rio and Santa Clara, in Matanzas 
province he found copper, iron and asphaltum, i and on 
the Isle of Pines deposits of marble such ;as are equaled 
In few places in the world. This marble includes the 
finer grade of monumental marble, as, well as ..-[deposits 
of the coarser kinds for building material. 
In Santa 


Clara province he found copper and asphaltum,.but saw 
no indications of the gold which has beeriVeported-there. 


Of iron ore he says the deposits there are even larger 


than those in Pennsylvania, and they compare favorably 
with the Lake Superior deposits. They are found along 
the coast east of Santiago, and very accessible to trans- 
portation routes.

Copper was found in big deposits near Santiago,' and 


Mr. Hayes says the copper mines there were-.worked 
very extensively until stopped by the 10 years'-war. The 
Spanish method of mining was to simply take' out the 
rich deposits and not pursue a method of clearing up as 
the work progressed, such as is practlcedj-by the miners 
of the United States. 
' 
, 


The asphaltum is of the finest grade; in the-world, 


and similar in most respects to the Trlnfdad and'. Vene- 
zuela deposits. Much of it is found in phe vicinity of 
Cardenas, and in Cardenas bay fleets of boats are used 
to dredge for it from the deposits at the bottom of the 
bay. This is used largely in the manufacture of 'varnish, 
and Is worth from_$80 to $100 dollars a ton. It is found 
that the asphaltum deposits exist in a condition most 
easy to handle. The asphaltum bubbles Up like a spring 
into a crater which has been foimed by the hardening 
deposits as it flowed out in a bowl-shaped' formation. 


In Santiago province Mr. Hayes found almost inex- 


haustible deposits of manganese, which is ' used in 
mailing steel by the Bessemer process. The' localities 
where it exists are accessible.

We must confess that we have read with considerable 


satisfaction the published statements that all 'recent 
Colorado speculators on Wall street have met with heavy 
losses and we are gratified at the avowals of reformation 
made by some of them. 


The Colorado person who deliberately closes his eyes 


to the Innumerable opportunities for acquiring wealth, 
in legitimate ways, which are daily surrounding him, and 
who is guilty of the Idiocy of playing a game which sup- 
ports in every conceivable luxury an army of 50,000 
brokers and others directly and indirectly connected with 
the Wall street market (a game which is juggled'when-

Whenever 
one of its employers makes fifteen dollars out of-a.sale 
of old'scrap iron It immediately announces -that he has 
become a bonanza king and' has made fifteen millions 
out of a mine or on Wall street.

It might be well for the people of the state to take 


with a good deal of allowance all statements emanating 
from Denver sources about enormous wealth having been 
suddenly made in Wall street or elsewhere and to study 
thoroughly the motives for the statements before forming 
any conclusions or acting upon such information. 


Even after such investigation a. division of such 


amounts by 1,000 would generally bring the matter down 
to something nearer the correct figure. The present Is a 
time when moneyed people in Colorado should turn their 
undivided attention to the developing of the enormous 
resources of the state. , It seems to be easy, for the Colo- 
rado Fuel and' Iron company and other institutions seek- 
ing to develop the state to borrow ten or twenty millions 
for such purposes and If our wealth is so keenly appre- 
ciated by the bankers of New York, how much more so 
should it be recognized by our people at home., There 
is more wealth to be had in Colorado in one month than 
in Wall street speculations,. under the most'favorable 
conditions, in a lifetime.

Indian schools throughout 'the .United 
States, will here .be displayed. 


This will be followed by the congress 


of Indian educators at Buffalo,- July 
15 to 20, the Hampton Summer school 
at Hampton institute, Vav July 17 to 
it, and the season^will rbe closed with 
the sessions of the tPaoifle Coast. In-' 


stltute at Puyallup agency, Washing- 
ton, July 20 to 23. 


The meetings of the department of 
Indian education at Detroit and the 
congress of Indian educators at Buffalo 
will be the most'important of the series 
of summer (meetings. The presence of 
the convention of the National Educa- 
tional association, of which the depart- 
ment of Indian education Is a branch, 
will render the sessions at'Detrolt espe- 
cially beneficial to .the Indian teachers. 
Moreover, the meeting of the congress 
of Indjan educators,at Buffalo will af- 
ford the teachers all the advantages of 
the Buffalo exposition, at which will 
be found a large and Interesting Indian 
exhibit from the various schools and 
afcenctes In the United States. At both 
places, educators of national reputation 
win address the teachers, and this, In 
addition to the benefits derived from 
mutual conference and Interchange of 
Ideas, will make these conventions of 
the utmost value to the Indian school 
service. 


The department of Indian education, 
the congress of Indian educators, and 
the summer schools at Pine Ridge 
agancy, S. D., and Puyallup agency, 
Washington, will be under the per- 
sonal supervision of Miss Estelle Reel 
of Wyoming, superintendent of Indian 
schools, who, as an educator, has a na- 
tional reputation. She Believes that the 
education of the Indian at the present 
stage of his development should be 
mostly of an Industrial character, and 
such as will the better enable him to 
become self-reliant and self-support- 
ing. 


Upon his return to Washington the 
president will have his hands full for 
sometime In dispensing patronage. The 
terms of several hundred gentlemen 
who 
were 
appointed 
to -federal 


offices 
four 
years 
ago 
expire 
during 
the 
next 
few 
months. 


Some of them may be reappolnted dur- 
ing the present tour. But as a rule 
there will be nothing done before the 
middle of July and it is quite pro- 
able that the majority of places will 
remain unfilled until congress meets In 
chance to confirm nominations before 
new commissions are Issued. 


In the meantime, however, the ap- 
pointment- clerks of the various depart- 
ments will-be kept busy preparing the 


papers for the president. In the treas- 
ury department alone many thousand 
papers have been received and filed 
away for reference. In the Postof- 
flce department which Is the greatest 
bureau of the government for patron- 
age there are on file close to- half a 
million documents relating to the 75.- 
000 odd postmasters 
and 
postoffIces 
throughout the country. In fact, with 
the exception of those In the war and 
navy departments every one of the ap- 
pointment clerks are the busiest men 
connected with the government. About 
all the military appointments have been 
made and there Is nothing In the navy 
for a1 civilian. 


Then, too, the secretary of war has 
been relieved of a great deal pf press- 
ure for places through the transfer of 
the civil appointments to the civil ser- 
vice commission. 
There 'are" several 
good positions in the Philippines which 
are apparently going begging, but as 
soon as the public learns 
of them 
there'will be no dearth of applicants. 


The agricultural department Is corn- 
Ins In for'a great deal of deserved 
censure this year on account of the 
manner In which the yearly distribu- 
tion of seeds has been conducted. Here, 
toforei.it has been the custom to secure 
many different varieties of each kind 
of garden seed, and the recipient was 
asked to report to the department the 
result of his test. This year every 
package of flve packets contains -"wat- 
ermelons" and very little else. There 
are no marks to designate the kind of 
beans, peas or whatever may be sent, 
and the whole aim seems to have been 
to secure the greatest possible amount 
for the money available without any 
reference whatever to the character of 
the seed. The result Is that complaints 
are loud and general. If these com- 
plaints should result In the abolition 
of this absurd gratuity It'would be a 
blessing, but congressmen who de- 
nounce the practice have not the nerve 
to vote against the appropriation and 
the gqvernment will continue to Inter- 
fere with the legitimate seedsmen and. 
to keep up the distribution of a useless 
lot of agricultural trash. 


Visitors to the Pan-American exposi- 
tion in Buffalo declare.that the show 


has had a peculiar 
effect upon the 
superintendents of the New York Cen- 
tral .railroad. It seems that the cor- 
poration has put on a spring suit of 
paint, four hundred and forty miles 
long. Every switchman's shanty along 
the whole line of the road has been 
painted orange with a green roof. Ev- 
ery post which carries the signal wires 
has been painted white, with a. black 
top piece. The effect Is said to be quite 
pleasing and would Indicate that one 
railroad has entered Into the spirit of 
the Pan-American year, even though 
Its terminal facilities are about the 
right size for a town of fifty thousand 
people with no abnormal attractions to 
draw a crowd. 


American consuls In Europe as well 
as in South America and Asia con- 
tinue' to call attention to the" careless- 
ness of the 
American exporters 
In 
packing their goods for shipment. It 
has been pointed out again and again 
that this carelessness is greatly detri- 
mental to American trade. 
Valuable 
machinery 
Is frequently packed In 
flimsy wrappings which will not bear 
the rough handling of roustabouts and 
stevedores, and yet all such warnings 
seem to have no effect upon the manu- 
facturer who spends thousands of dol- 
lars In working up foreign trade only 
to lose It through his own carelessness. 


A case In point was noticed by the 
writer a few months ago. The North 
German Lloyd steamer Hohenzollern 
was loading at the wharf In Brooklyn 
for Mediterranean posts. Among the 
last of the cargo to be taken on board 
was a consignment of forty or fifty 
harvesters of a well-known make. "The 
geared wheels of these complicated ma- 
chines were protected Only by a few 
pieces of thin board nailed crosswise. 
The tongues were not packed at all, 
but they were thrown In loose and they 
lost 25 per cent, of their calnt before 
they were dropped Into the hold. 
Great boxes of complicated parts had 
no hoop Iron protection as they should 
have and three of them were torn all 
to pieces by the strain of the cable used 
In lowering them to therhold. Specta- 
tors on the deck were willing to wager 
that the damage to those harvesters 
would aproxlraate twenty-five per cent 
of their value by the time they reach- 


ed their destination. There were no 
takers because it seemed like a "cinch." 


The'rlohness of the Indian lands to be 


opened for settlement in Oklahoma has 
been over-stated by the many boom 
newspaper articles published recently 
and as a result thousands of free land 
seekers will be sorely disappointed, for 
they will draw patches of grazing lands 
of but little value Instead of expected 
rich farming lands. Of the lands to be 
opened for settlement the Indians, who 
have accepted-holdings In severality, 
will be given flrst choice, and this will 
absorb one-half of the lands. From the 
remainder the government will reserve 
several tracts for military stations, 
parks, etc., and in each township four 
sections will be reserved for school pur- 
poses. It Is proposed by -the govern- 
ment that there shall not be the un- 
seemly scramble and rush for lands 
which marked former reservation open- 
ings, and a plan Is being devised for 
allotment of these lands so as to avoid 
confusion and give all an equitable 
showing. It ,ls proposed to have each 
applicant register and the entire num- 
ber of 160-acre tracts will be distributed 
to those registering by a drawing slm- 
liar to a lottery. Before the reserva- 
tion is opened for settlement It will be 
subdivided Into ciuntles, the county 
seat selected, the lands set apart for 
county scats, surveyed, subdivided, 
and platted Into lots, blocks, streets, 
and alleys, and sites for parks and 
public buildings. In each county seat 
a court house costing not to exceed J10,- 
000 will be erected so that the new 
counties will be prepared to commence 
business without Indebtedness on Sep- 
tember 1 of this year. Assistant Com- 
missioner, W. A. Richards, of the gen- 
eral land office, has gone to Oklahoma 
to superintend the work of subdividing 
the reservation into counties, selecting 
sites for county seats and putting into 
operation the details provided by law 
for opening the reservation to settle- 
ment. The assistant commissioner Is 
well qualified .for the arduous under- 
taking. He Is a practical surveyor and 
civil engineer. He was at one time 
city engineer of Colorado Springs. He 
ran the southern and western boundary 
lines of Wyoming and surveyed much 
of the western and northern portions of 
the state. He was surveyor general of 


Wyoming for four years and governor 
for four years. 
The Yearbook of the United States 
agricultural department for 1900 Is now 
In press and will soon be Issued. 
In addition to the report of the secre- 
tary and the appendix, this volume con- 
tains 31 articles, flve more than last 
year. With two exceptions, every ar- 
ticle was prepared by an employe of the 
department, and each division of origi- 
nal work is' represented by one or more 
articles. Every article, except tlTose 
prepared In the division of publications, 
covers some Important line of work 
carried on In the bureau division or of- 
fice from which it emanated. The two 
articles prepared In the division of pub- 
lication, while not relating directly to 
the work of the department or to prac- 
tical agriculture, will, it Is believed, be 
found of great interest to American ag- 
riculturists. 


The appendix contains the directory 


of the department, the directory of the 
colleges and experiment stations, list of 
state officials In charge of agriculture, 
secretaries of state agricultural socle- 
ties, officers of various agricultural and 
kindred associations, statistics of farm 
crops and other Information of Interest 
to the farmer. 


A new feature of the appendix Is the 
publication of requirements for admis- 
sion to the agricultural department of 
the land-grant colleges, and the cost of 
attendance. The Yearbook is a volume 
of 888 pages, and Is Illustrated with a 
frontispiece, 87 plates, of which nine 
are colored, and 78 text figures. Tho 
regular edition Is 
BOO.DOO copies, of 
which 470,000 are by law reserved for 
exclusive use of senators, representa- 
tives and delegates In 
congress, to 


whom miscellaneous applicants for the 
publication are referred. 


The recent decision of the Interior de- 
partment In the Clark oil land case will 
affect entry to oil-lands in California 
and Wyoming, but -will not affect the 
status of filings In the newly discov- 
ered fields of Texas. The Clark case Is 
one of the "Heu and cases" coming 
from the Kern River district in Cali- 
fornia. In 1897 congress passed a bill 
designed to secure by Its operations 
possessions of the private holdings In 
the forest reserves of the country. The 
bill made provision for the exchange of 
such holdings inside forest reservations 


for any "unoccupied" lands of the pub- 
lic domain In lieu of them. 
Some of 
those who took advantage of this law 
made locations In the Kern River dis- 
trict In California. Later, when oil waa 
discovered In the district, big com- 
panies In which stock had been sold all 
over the country went Into the sec- 
tions and developed the oil wells. A 
struggle has been on since that time 
between the oil companies and the 
"lieu" holders. The decision of the de- 
partment Is against the "lieu" holders, 
in that it decides that they should flrst 
have produced sworn evidence that the 
land which they had taken up was un- 
occupied. 
Judge Van Devanter says 


the decision affects only the 
public 
land states; there are no public lands 
to which It could apply In Texas, nor 
does It apply to the Indian lands of 
Oklahoma or Indian territory. 
The 
value of the lands In California In- 
volved is estimated at $100,000,000. 


The committee on rivers and harbors 
has decided to leave Washington June 
3 on an Interesting and extensive trip. 
The party will consist of nil tho mem- 
bers of tho committee and their wives, 
the clerk of the committee and other 
officials, making about 40 persons all 
told. New Orleans will be the flrst ob- 
jective point, but It Is possible that 
there will be a stop at Mobile. Two 
days will be spent at New Orleans, aft- 
er which the party will proceed to 
Houston, Texas. The Buffalo bayou 
will be Inspected, and a visit will be 
made to Galvcston while the commit- 
tee remains In Texas. 


From Galveston they will return to 
Houston by rail and from the latter 
point will go to Los Angeles and San 
Diego, Calif., making no stops on the 
way. All the harbors on the California 
coast between San Diego and San 
Francisco will receive attention. -The 
Intention IS to give four or five days to 
Snn Francisco, and the coast In the 
vicinity of that city. A day or two will 
also be spent In Sacramento, and then 
the harbors of Ore«on and Washing- 
ton will be visited. It Is expected to 
reach Seattle about the flrst of July. 
From there some of the party will make 
a pleasure jaunt to Alaska. All told, 
the Inspection is expected to consume 
something over six weeks. The ex- 
penses of the trip will be borne by the 
members of the committee.

AUTOMOBILES TODAY, 


The Next Step a Cheaper Vehicle- 


Merits of the Various Kinds. 


"The first step toward a cheaper ve- 


hicle must be that of standard or inter- 
changeable bodies, with wheels, tires, 
axles, springs, gears and other parts 
of uniform size. Electric automobiles 
must, sooner or later, be provided with 
Interchangeable batteries, so that old 
batterfes can be thrown out and newly- 
charged batteries substituted without 
long waits, as Is now the case. To ac- 
complish this result manufacturers will 
either have to agree upon a standard 
battery or the Inventive genius of our 
electricians must be called up to pro- 
duce some quick-charging means. 
"Apart from the present slow sys- 


tem of charging electric batteries and 
the rapid deterioration of motor batter- 
ies, the American electric automobile of 
today surpasses all other automobiles In 
many points. First of all, It Is the 
easiest to manage. It starts at a touch 
without having to wait for the genera- 
tion pf steam or for carburatlon. 
It 
has no noisy and conspicuous exhaust, 
nor does It offend by its odor, as Is the 
case with automobiles propelled by gas- 
oline or kerosene motors. No skill is 
required -to run It. On the other hand, 
there are some distinct drawbacks 
There is thq undue weight and bulkiness 
of the batteries, which in itself is 
bound to interfere with grace of design. 
As a yehlcle, Us runs are confined to 
narrow limits, The motive power Is 
measured by the Capacity of the stor- 
age batteries,, ghautlng stations out- 


side of the large cities are few and far 
between. If the power gives out be- 
tween stations, it is Impossible.'to re- 
plenish. Another bad point, already In- 
dicated, Is the fact that it takes several' 
hours to charge a battery to Its full ca- 
pacity. 


"The steam motor, while the farthest 
advanced, likewise has Its drawbacks. 
First of all comes the question of fuel. 
The lightest and most effective fuel for 
generating steam at present appears to i 
be gasoline. Yet, even with uasollne, id 
takes several minutes to generate steam' 
for propulsion before starting. Nearly'! 
three times as much gasollno Is con-i 
sumed In this way as It would actually' 
take to run a gasoline motor. This In- 
creases the running expenses. 
While 


the gasoline Is light enough to carry a 
supply for 50 or 60 miles, the water tank 
In the average steam vehlolo will hold 
only enough for SO or 26 miles. This 
means that a stop must be made for 
water at least once or twice during a 
good day's run. In long-distance races, 
this Is a serious consideration. 


"The most economical motor for light 
road purposes, without a doubt, is the 
gasoline engine. As.perfected In France, 
the gasoline motor comes broadly un- 
der two systems. -The flrst of these is 
dependent upon direct carburatlng. Air 
IB passed over gasoline In a tank. The 
gasoline Issues forth In such a manner 
as to mix with from seven to nine parts 
of air. The chief disadvantage of the 
system Is that the density of the gus 
IB affected by atmospheric conditions 
and the temperature of the fluid. The 
gasoline must be kept at a temperaturo 
approximating 70 degrees Fahrenheit, 
or It will refuse to volatilize sufficiently 
to mix with the amount of air admitted 
to the carburator. 


"Tho other gasoline system depends 


for Its effectiveness upon vaporizing or 
spraying. Limited quantities of tho 
gasoline In the tank are sprayed into 
the carburatine chambers, where, mix- 
ing with the air, it forms the explosive 
mixture which drives the motor. The 
trouble with this system is Its uncertain 
Ignition and explosion, often causing 
annoying delays at the start. Both sys- 
tems have the advantage of cheapness • 
and peculiar adaptability for light and 
rapid work. 


"Cheaper still than the gasoline'mo- 
tor, though similar In Its workings, Is 
the kerosene or petroleum motor. Th8 
trouble with this motor, as now pro- 
duced, Is that It takes fully 10 minutes 
to get It In working order, whenever it 
is stopped. Another serious annoyance 
is the penetrating odor of kerosene, 
which soon pervades all parts of the au- 
tomobile, entering even tho cushions 
and woodwork. Many are the attempts 
that have been made to deodorize tha 
oil, but none of them so far can be pro- 
nounced an unqualified success/'—(Ed- 
ward Emerson, Jr., In Alnslee's. 


AUTOS IN WAR. 


How 
They 
Compare 
With 
Horse 


Transportation. 


"Tho automobile affords the most 


comfortable means as yot devised for 
following army maneuvers. Of still 
more use than the passenger aut6mo- 
blle, however, for army purposes are 
the heavy road automobiles for trans- 
port service. In France experiments 
have been carried on the for the last 
three years with the Scotte automobile, 
a steam wagon of 37 horse-power 
weighing only 6,000 pounds, which can 
carry 4.000 pounds and draw another 
load 
of 
12,000 pounds at 
a rate 


of flve miles an hour. One of these 
wagons has gone thirty miles an hour 
under a full load without putting on 
water or coal. Twonty-four of these 
wagons can supply an' army corps. of 
30,000 men with 200 rounds of ammu- 
nition per man, over a distance of SO 
miles In Inch guns with 60 rounds each, 
over a distance of 10 miles; or trans- 
port 24 six-Inch guns over a distance of 
70 miles In the same time. Take the 
case of an Intrenched camp for an army 
of a 160,000 men, assuming that the dis- 
tance over which material and stores 
have to be transported Is five miles, 
and that 30 days are available for th» 
work. With wagon transportation the 
round trip could be made twice a day. 
Consequently over 3,000 horses would be 
required to transport In the given time 
the necessary artillery material and 
supplies of provisions— say about 4,000,- 
000 pounds. 
In tho meantime, these 
horses would require for their support 
an Immense amount of forage, which 
would otherwise be stored for possible 
siege use. To replace these horses by 
automobiles would require some 34 ma- 
chines of 25 horse-power. An Important 
factor Is that the automobile can trans*. 
port each load twice as fast as horses. 
and could also be utilized more hours 
of the day for work, Moreover, with 
two reliefs, the 34 automobiles would 
require only 68 drivers, whereas the] 
wagons must be manned by 650 men. 


"Running on a temporary track ofi 
rails, such high horse power automo- 
biles could curry the heaviest , siege 
guns on a grade of one and thirty at 
the rate of seven miles an hour. ; By 
means of W such automobiles, 300 guns 
could be brought in position around1 an 
entrenched' camp in 20 hours.''

At this meeting al 
the members of the committee were 
present and nn examination was made 
of the returns from the presbyteries 
A tentative report was agreed upon at 
this meeting, out final action was post- 
poned to another time. 


A third meeting was held at Wash- 
ington, D. C., February 13 and 14, 1901, 
at which additional answers from the 
presbyteries were presented, and the 
subject was further considered. 


Several members of the committee 
found it impossible to attend this Feb- 
ruary meeting, and others were com- 
pelled to leave before definite action 
•could be agreed upon. While a major- 
ity of the committee found It feasible 
to agree upon a definite recommenda- 
tlo, a considerable minority expressed 
a desire for further consideration. The 
chairman being authorized to convene 
the committee at the convenience o 
the majority, called, therefore, a meet- 
ing at Plttsburg, April 26,, 1901, 10 mem- 
bers of the committee were present 
One member of the committee, Hon 
Daniel R, Noyes, was absent from the 
country: four members, Viz: Rev. Sam- 
uel J. Nlccolls, D. D., and John E. Par- 
sons, Esq., Justice John M. Harlan. and 
Pr- William R. Crabbe regratted their 
inability to attend the meeting, but in 
view of previous action expressed thel 
willingness to unite with a majority in 
any final action that might be deter- 
mined. The'dellberatlons of this meet-

ing findings and recommendations, viz:

EXPOSITION 


DEDICATION 


Formal Ceremonies Took Place at 


Buffalo With Large Attendance. 


Buffalo, N. T., May 20.—In the pres- 


ence of a vast concourse of people with 
ceremonial both conventional and novel, 
the Panamerlcan exposition was dedi- 
cated formally today. The day began 
with a parade in which there were men 
from nearly every country in the world 
and ended with an aerial bombardment 
'rom flying, bombs and a brilliant elec- 
tric illumination. Between 
the two 


were the formal exercises of the dedica- 
:lon with oratory, prayer, music, song 
and poetry. 
The city was bright in 
dress of flags and bunting, the exposi- 
tion group Is brilliant In color, 
the 


moving crowds were in holiday garb 
and the whole effect was highly pleas- 
ing. The record of attendance of to- 
day was fully up to the expectations of 
the most enthusiastic. 


As the procession formed there was 
reception of distinguished visitors, 


foreign representatives. sta,te commis- 
sioners, officers and officials at the city 
hall. Vice President Roosevelt was the 
suest of honor and when he reached the 
hall the parade was started with a 
volley of aerial bombs. Two thousand 
troops led the way and after them were 
100 carriages with the 
officials 
and 
guests. Behind them came the conces- 
sionaires from the Midway. 


The entry of the procession to the 


exposition grounds at noon was a mag- 
nificent spectacle. The crowd In 
the 


grounds at the time numbered fully 
40,000 and the greater part of It was 
mased In tbe Esplanade. The troops 
were halted In the forecourt and then 
formed in .double columns across the 
bridge of triumph. 


The officials and guests left their car- 


riages, marched .through the lines of 
troops and then continued on In a roped 
enclosure to the 
Esplanade 
beyond. 
President Mllburn, of the 
exposition, 


and Vice President Roosevelt led the 
way and the crowd cheered them as 
they advanced. A hundred yards from 
the Temple of Music they halted and 
at the other end of the Esplanade sev- 
eral thousand carrier pigeons were sud- 
denly released.

FIFTY THOUSAND MEN 


DEMAND NINE HOUR DAY 


Washington, May 20.—Approximately 


50,000 machinists throughout the coun- 
try struck today for a nine hour day, 
a scale,of wages equal to' the present 
10 hour per day scale and other .de- 
mands. This Is a rough estimate of 
President O'Connell of the National 
Association of Machinists based on tel- 
egraphic advices that have reached him 
today from various cities. The strike 
thus far has not extended to the al- 
lied trades, save in one or two in- 
stances, a» at Scranton, Pa., where 
men in a part of the allied trades are 
out. 
No machinists engaged in gov- 


ernment work are affected. 
This is 


due to the fact that on such 
work 
an eight hour .day scale already pre- 
vails. Railroad machinists, as a rule, 
are not involved in the strike, though 
the men on the several roads are out. 
The Central Vermont shop machinists 
at St. Albans, numbering 200, have 
struck. The Lehlgh Valley railroad ma- 
chinists at Buffalo, Sayre, Wllkesbarre, 
and Elmlra are out, aggregating about 
500 all told. The Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western men at Buffalo, Scranton, 
Wllkesbarre .and Intermediate points 
are out. 
The Gulf, Colorado and Santa 
Fe men ar& also out. The strike or- 
der, however,. does not apply to the 
railroads generally. 


SIX THOUSAND M^N WENT 


OUT IN SAN FRANCISCO 


San Francisco, May 20.—Sixty five 
hundred union machinists and other 
iron trade workmen affiliated 
with 
them quit work in this city today. It 
is expected that about 1,000 more men 
will join the strike as soon as they 
are ordered to do so by their respective 
national directors. Among the latter 
are the iron molders and the core mak- 
ers. The other crafts affected include 
almost every branch of the iron ship- 
building and boiler making trades. 
In pursuance of a plan adopted yesr 
terday by the Iron Trades council, the 
men reported for work as usual at 
7 o'clock this morning and at 9 o'clock 
their chosen representatives waited on 
their employers and stated they desired 
an immediate answer to the message 
conveyed in the agreement and sub- 
mitted to them some time ago. The 
men were ordered to go back to work. 
Without a murmur of dissent the com- 
mand was obeyed and without the leapt 
disorder the employes walked out and 
peaceably dispersed, 
i Of the 4,000 men employed at 
the 
Union Jron works, 3,700 went out. At 
the RIsdon Iron works 650 men started 
work this morning and only 50 ot them 
remain there. On the pay roll of the 
Fulton Iron works there about 600 
names and 500 of them voluntarily c-ult 
labor today. 


From these three 
establishments 
alone 4,900 men have walked out. 
In the local iron Industry there are 


99 shops and of this number there are 
only 10 that employ more than 100 men. 
Eight of the smaller concerns acceded 
to the demands of their men prior 
to this morning.

KANSAS ALLOWED 


TO FILE ITS SUIT 


Washington. May 20.—Kan- 
sas will be, allowed, to file lta 
suit In the United States su- 
preme court to enjoin the state 
of Colorado from deflecting for 
irrigation purposes the water of 
the Arkansas river to the Injury 
of the former state. 


The decision of the court to 
this effect was announced today 
by Chief Justice Fuller, who 
said' that the court had conclud- 
ed to permit the filing of the 
suit. The chief Justice also an- 
nounced that the State of Colo- 
rado would have leave to plead, 
answer or to demur to the Kan- 
sas bill.

Here !> 
splendid one, the most beautiful I 
ever saw, a mass of petrifiedfish's roe 
with shells embedded therein; here are 
other purifications showing the fish's 
roe and shells Individually; here is the 
shale, here the oil sand strongly Im- 
pregnated with oil and here the oil res 
Iduum as ft is found on the surface. 
"No, I can't say whether gushers will 
be struck out there or not but so far 
as the commercial end of the proposi- 
tion is concerned a gusher is by no 
means absolutely necessary as an ac- 
companiment to a paying proposition.

EASTERN MARKETS 


New York, May 21.—There was a still 
further decline in activity in the stock 
market, the aggregate Sales falling to 
a figure that has not been touched be- 
fore In many months. Even the. di- 
minished volume of business was large- 
ly centered In a few stocks, notably 
Union Pacific. That stock seemed to 
have a dominant Influence on the whole 
market, and the evidence that It was 
supported turned the market from the 
early weakness. In continuance of yes- 
terday's downward movement, and lift- 
ed prices to a higher plane, except for 
a stock here and there which did not 
move in the late tradings. The deal- 
ings were almost purely professional 
and even that class of operation show- 
ed less Interest than yesterday. There 
Is not much difficulty experienced by 
them In moving prices, declines being 
easily effected on light offerings and 
advances are as easily achieved by a 
smart bidding up process. The light 
share of the public In the market, how- 
ever, offers no medium to .take profits 
and the professionals find more and 
more that in covering short sales or In 
selling to realize on purchases, prides 
are brought back to about where they 
started from. 
The nature of the business Is Indi- 
cated by the example of several stocks 
today. 


Union Pacific was sold yesterday on 
reports of an additional Issue of con- 
vertible bonds to finance the Northern 
Pacific stock purchase. *Today the fact 
was confirmed that the company had 
applied to the stock exchange to Hat 
the additional bonds, yet Union Pacific 
rose at one time 414 over last night. 
Missouri Pacific was weak yesterday on 
the statement that the expected divi- 
dend would not be declared at once. 
Today the directors met without acting 
on the dividend, yet the stock rose 
4 points over the early low point. 
In other words, the bears of yester- 
day were covering their contracts to- 
day. 
The buying by railroads and cap- 
italists to effect changes In control of 
various railroad systems which was 
.supposed to make up the bulk of the 
buying in the boom market, when deal- 
ings ran between 2,,000,000 and 3,000,000 
shares a day, is also Inconspicuous, al- 
though rumors of such dealings con- 
tinue to play some part, especially In 
Union Pacific, which Is credited by the 
newest rumor with securing an inter- 
est in St. Paul. The strength of the 
Toledo, St. Louis and Western stocks 
is accompaned by intimations about the 
exchange that the buying Is for Van- 
derbllt account with a view to elimina- 
tion of competition. 
The old story of a consolidation of 
southwestern roads was revived today 
In connection with the rally In Mis- 
souri Pacific. The continuation of the 
Injunction against Amalgamated Cop- 
per's merger projects and National 
Lead were conjointly strong, rather 
strangely since the absorption ot the 
linseed company by the Union Lend 
and Oil company Is supposed >to Indi- 
cate Increased competition'for the Na- 
tional Lead company. The greater 
ease of rrioney today had some Influ- 
ence In the recovery in prices. Banks 
which were below their Jegal reserve 
by Saturday's statement apparently 
completed their recuperation yesterday. 
The payments of an Installment of 
subscriptions on the Union Baclflc bond 
Issue and on the purchase of the Rio 
Grande Western by the Denver and 
Rio Grande which/were made yester- 
day, 
resulted In some return to the 
market today. There were no gold en- 
gagements today, but a quantity Is ex- 
pected to go out before the end of the 
week. The stiffness of the 
London 
money rate lifted the sterling rate at 
Paris a fraction but any relaxation in 
'the London money rate finds Immedl- 
'ate 
response in a decline in the Paris 
sterling rate, which means shipments 
Of gold from New York to Paris .for 
.'London account. That Is to say, Paris

WANT UNIFORM GRADE 


The matter of establishing a grade 
or the sidewalks along Colorado ave- 
nue has caused a good deal of discus- 
ion among the property owners of the 
:lty. A number of years ago when 
Colorado avenue was being built up 
he city established a grade and put 
h a curbing.

The corner where the Tem- 
pleton building stands which is across 
he street from Mr. Waycott's bulld- 
ng, is over a foot higher than the 
atter's corner.

SIXTEEN THOUSAND PEOPLE 


Are Now There With Facilities for 


Living Wholly Inadequate—Calm- 


er Times Looked for Soon. 


"On acoount of the uncertainty of 


land titles In Texas and Louisiana, It 
is a hazardous venture to Invest heavily 
In land in the vicinity of the Beaumont 
oil boom, for a man doesn't know 
whether he can hold his property, even 
If he does have the deed.

The outcome of 
this trial Is a test for all' other similar 
cases and as soon as this is settled one 
may buy land with some assurance of 
legal protection of titles. 


"The boom has reached its limit and 
Is now on the slump. When land In- 
creases in value from $10 per acre to 
$80,000, there must be some end to such 
exaggeration of values. 
This was 


reached about two or possibly three 
weeks ago, and affairs are drifting to 
11 calmer condition. Why, when I first 
went down there, men were shipping 
in desk* by express and pairing from 
$76 to J100 per month rental Just for 
desk room. Now thc-se men .are leaving 
as fast as th«y can. 


"The town of Beaumont-Is bound to 


become an Important city-before long, 
but Just now, it Is In a ba'd 'condition. 
Imagine twelve to sixteen, thousand 
people living In a tropical, climate 
whero there are no sanitary-regulations, 
nnd you can figure out the -result for 
yourself. 
Recently the -town voted 


$150.000 for a sewerage system; and a 
street car system will also soon be put 
In. Under present conditions, however, 
it Is extremely unpleasant to live there. 
If It had been the f*M of the year, I 
would have remained there by all 
means. 


"Beaumont Is a sure and a pn»manent 
thing. I think, though, that 
Invest- 
ments will be better after a short time. 
Prices have reached the top notch and 
are already going down. There are nine 
Dig gushers within an area of one mile. 
Pipes have already been puT'In,which 
convey the oil through Sablne Pass, 
where It Is pumped right Into tha big 
ocean steamers that are waiting there. 
From here it is shipped all along the 
sea-coast towns and all over, the wdrld. 
The supply of oil Is unlimited, and it 
will not be long before the experience 
of Beaumont Is repeated in other sec- 
Ions along the coast of Texas and 
Louisiana. 
' 


"There are gushers which'produce 70,- 


000 barrels of oil ptr day, but to avoid 
exaggeration, lets say 
60,000 -barrels, 


and estimating It at the lowest price, 
bO cents per barrel, makes a dally In- 
come of $26,000. This, of course, is all 
'uel oil. Now, three barrels of oil equal 
one ton of good coal. Coal costs $5.00
